SOLD ROCKS FOR TIMBER LAND. 


A Big Swindle Which Had Dupes in Various 
States is Discovered in Oregon. 


Baker City, Or.—Another timber 
land swindle has been discovered at 
Sumpter. During the past week a 
number of investors from Nebraska, 
Iowa and Illinois have appeared to | 
look up timber land purchases, which j 
they have recently made. As near as 
can be learned a company has been 
operating in the States named, induc¬ 
ing people to locate timber land in 
this part of the State, saying that a 
large Eastern syndicate was about to 
begin operations here and the quarter 
sections of good timber land that 
could be lcoated for from 8100 to 8125 
would, within a short time, sell for 
$2000 to $2500. Some of the people 
have been taken out and shown flue 
bodies of timber land, which they 
have selected, only to find later that 
the locator had selected for them a 
worthless piece of rock land, upon 
- which there was no timber, the piece 
of land selected by the victim having 
already been located.

Before the day of repeating rifles, self- 
coeking revolvers, and rapid-firing 
guns of all sorts, the sword was doubt¬ 
less a good weapon. Certainly it has 
a large place in poetry and romance 
and a reputation for drinking blood. 
We have heard so much of “the trusty 
sword,” “the flashing blade,” and “the 
avenging sword,” that it is hard to 
believe that the time has come to put 
this famous weapon on the antiqua¬ 
rian's shelf. The trouble with a sword 
is that it requires a brave man to car¬ 
ry it into thrusting distance. Before 
any foolhardy man could do that, the 
bullet would get In its work. Even in 
the case of a sudden attack and a fight 
at close quarters a revolver is much to 
be preferred to the older weapon. For 
reasons of sentiment and poetry the 
war departments may find it advisable 
to continue the sword a few years 
longer before turning it over exclusive¬ 
ly to the stage, the secret societies, and 
the German universities. Take the 
sword out of war and you lose much 
of the sentiment and poetry of the 
game -influences needed to get men to 
go to war. As to the practical value 
of the sword military men, we believe, 
will privately admit that it has none. 
The time is not far distant for the re¬ 
alization of the old prophecy: “They 
shall beat their swords into plough¬ 
shares.”

Two Kinds of Mothers. 

I have in mind two mothers who re¬ 
sorted to different methods to obtain 
promptness in their children, writes 
Mrs. Theodore W. Bimey, honorary 
president of the National Congress of 
Mothers; in the Delineator. The first 
became their mentor, calling to them 
each morning to get ready for school 
many minutes before it was necessary, 
following the call with a continuous 
supervision of their preparations and 
with frequent excited ejaculations, 
such as, “You’ll be late; do hurry.

They are 
now grown men and women, and they 
have told me that they attribute their 
habits of procrastination and tardiness 
to the faulty training they received ip 
childhood. 

The second -mother, as soon as their 
children reached school age. said to 
each one very earnestly: “Now, my 
dear, you have learned to tell the time, 
and mother as well as your teacher will 
expect you to be always prompt «t 
school. Mother will remiud you the 
first two or three mornings, but after 
that you must depend entirely upon 
yourself.” It happened in the first or 
second week that the child, becoming 
interested in something else, forgot to 
make his preparations in time to reach 
school before the bell sounded; but the 
one lesson in tardiness was sufficient 
to ensure perfect punctuality there¬ 
after Though this mother knew the 
child would be tardy, she did not de¬ 
part from her rule not to remind him; 
and the result was that her children 
early learned the value of time, while 
punctuality became second nature to 
them. No one could have been more 
sympathetic than she over the one tar¬ 
diness, but at the same time she very 
gently and lovingly encouraged, the 
child to realize that if he were careful 
it need not occur again.

Let it 
cool till it begins to set; slip a knife 
under it to loosen it. Cut it in slips 
about half an inch wide, and twist 
these strips. Then lay them on paper 
and leave them till they are quite 


Boy Weavers of Persia. 

Boys from 8 to 12 years old do a 
great part of the carpet and rug weav¬ 
ing in Persia. They are very deft. 
Having been shown the design and 
coloring of the carpet they are to work, 
the boys rely on their memories for the 
rest of the task, says the American 
Boy. It is very seldom that you will 
see on any of the looms a pattern Stet 
before the workers. The foreman of 
a loom is frequently a boy of from 12 
to 14. He walks up and down behind 
the workers calling out in a sing-song 
manner the number of stitches and tlie 
colors of the threads to he used. He 
seems to have the design imprinted in 
his mind. A copy of a famous carpet 
now at the South Kensington Museum 
is being made. The design and the 
coloring are unique, but the boys who 
are working on the copy are doing it 
without the design before them and at 
the rate of from thirty to thirty-five 
stitches a minute. Nothing but hand¬ 
work is employed in the manufacture 
of Persian carpets and vugs, and none 
but natural or vegetable dyes are used. 
This accounts for the superior quality 
of the Persian products. The secret 
of the beautiful dark blue dye used in 
the older days has been lost. 


Professor Zimmer, of Berlin, who is 
a very wise man, bas been investigat¬

It knows 
she can do most lliiiigs as well as a 
man, und many things better. But tlie 
thinking part of it remembers the tired 
faces of the army that is going home 
from work; searches almost in vain 
for smiles, and hopes and prays that 
the day will come when the need for

under consideration by the Postofflce 
Department. A route must be from 
twenty to twenty-five miles In length, 
must “feed” at least 100 dwellings, and 
must be so planned that the carrier 
shall go out by one road and come 
back by another. To obtain rural de¬ 
livery, the farmers of a neighborhood 
must forward to Washington, through 
their Congressman, a petition, with a 
diagram of the proposed route. Then 
a special agent will be sent to look 
into the matter, and. If his report is 
favorable, the route will be estab¬ 
lished. 

The rural free delivery system for 
some years to come will considerably 
augment the annual deficit of the 
Postofflce Department; but In the long 
run it will be a source of profit to the 
government, through the increased use 
of the mails which it will bring about 
Already it has done away with large 
numbers of fourth-class postofilces, 
and with numerous “star routes” in 
out-of-the-way parts of the country. 
Its value to the people, however, Is be¬ 
yond estimate in money, and the farm 
folks. Into whose lives it has brought 
so much that helps to make them 
worth living, have every reason to 
bless this new and benevolent enter¬ 
prise of Uncle Sam’s.—Detroit Free 
Press. 


Settling A BUI. 

When Andrew Jackson lived at Salis¬ 
bury, X. C., he once attended court at 
Rockford, then the county seat of Sur¬ 
ry. and left without paying his bill, 
which was duly charged up against 
him on the hotel register, which seems 
to have been the hotel ledger at that 
time, and so stood for many years. 
When the news of the victory of the 
8th of January, 1815, was received in 
this then remote section the old land¬ 
lord turned back the leaves of the reg¬ 
ister, took his pen and wrote under the 
account against Andrew Jackson, “Set¬ 
tled In full by the battle of New Or¬ 
leans.” 


Oor Hours Built Up In Arches. 

The principle of the arch may be said 
to pervade the construction of the hu¬ 
man skeleton. The late Professor Owen 
points this out very clearly, telling r.s 
that in man the skeleton is arranged 
in a series of segments, which follow 
and articulate with each other in the 
direction of the axis of the body from 
above downward. 

This principle accounts for the 
strength and yet comparative lightness 
of the whole fabric. From the dome 
of the skull down to the graceful arch 
of the foot we may trace this succes 
sion of bony hoops or arches, which ad¬ 
mirably protect the various parts of 
the nervous and vascular systems of 
the body. The skull is found to be but 
a continuation of the backbone, and 
each of its four segments, the occipital, 
parietal, frontal and nasal, consists of 
an upper neural and a lower hemal 
arch. Similar arched formations pre¬ 
vail throughout the structure of a hu¬ 
man skeleton.

ACCIDENTS WILL BE FEW. 

Doable-Tracking Railways Ia Reduc¬ 
ing the Dangers of Travel, 

In order that he might see the Im¬ 
provements made of late years in the 
railway service of the country the first 
train dispatcher who sent orders by 
telegraph when employed on a Ver¬ 
mont lipe recently made a trip on one 
of the leading Southern railroads and 
was asked to tell what he thought 
was the greatest advance in American 

locomotives. 


The Committee on Postofflces and 
Post Roads has recommended the ap¬ 
pointment of Eugene F. Loud as the 
delegate to represent the United 
States at the International Postal 
Congress, which is to be held in 
Rome in 1904. The President is said 
to have received the suggestion very 
favorably and the appointment of Mr. 
Loud is regarded as probable. No 
better selection cou^d be made. Mr. 
Loud is one of the best informed men 
in the United States upon postal 
matters.

the heavier rails, the signal systems, 
the improved cars, the new roadbeds, 
the automatic brakes or the new meth¬ 
ods of switching. Allowing all the im¬ 
portance of all these, he declared the 
chief improvement in the safety, celer¬ 
ity and profit In American railroading 
to be the present system of double 
tracking which is being steadily ex¬ 
tended to all main lines of the country. 

At the beginning of 1901 there were 
162,000 miles of main or single track 
on the railroads of the United States 
and 12,000 miles of second track. Ten 
years before that there were 156,000 
miles of main or single and 8,000 miles 
of double track. 

In the fen years intervening the 
amount of double track Increased 50 
per cent, while the amount of single 
track increased less than 25. At the 
present ratio of growth in a few years 
the chlsf railroad system will have 
their main lines all double tracked, all 
the branch, subsidiary and feeding 
lines, which constitute a very large 
part of every railroad system, do not 
require double-track service. 

On a single-track line having a large 
business the running of trains on 
schedule time is practically impossi¬ 
ble and the danger of accidents by col¬ 
lision or derailment is much greater. 
A single breakdown paralyzes the 
whole line and the maintenance nt

patches and editorials published in the 
dally press. 

Ordinarily the mail box stands fast¬ 
ened to its post, by the roadside near 
the farmer’s door, but. where there 
is a crossroad, there is apt to be an 
assemblage of boxes, each represent¬ 
ing a dwelling in the neighborhood and 
1 rearing the name of the owner. In 
this way the work of the carrier is 
made easier, and It is no trouble for 
the children to come once a day to 
deposit letters, and to collect whatever 
the postman may have brought. No 
wonder that the folks of the country¬ 
side. taking pride in their new postal 
facilities, are eager to contribute mon¬ 
ey out of their own pockets for the 
purchase of a uniform and appropriate 
wagon for the government’s messen¬ 
ger. Hitherto they have paid about 
$2.60 apiece for the mall boxes, of pat¬ 
terns prescribed by the I'ostoffice De¬ 
partment. but tl»e receptacles will cost 
them nothing when the plan of owner¬ 
ship by Uncle Sam goes into effect. 

The carrier leaves the town post- 
office after the arrival of the morning 
mail, and returns in time for the even¬ 
ing mall. Not only does he drop let¬ 
ters. etc., into the farm boxes, and col¬ 
lect from them, but lie carries stamps 
for sale, and affixes the necessary post¬ 
age when money for the purpose has 
been put Into the box. He registers 
and delivers registered letters, and 
gives receipts for money orders. In 
short, he Is himself a veritable travel¬ 
ing postoffiee, performing all of the 
functions of such an institution, even 
to canceling the stamps on the matter 
he collects. 

In 1894 Congress made its first ap 
propriatlon, $10,600, for rural free de¬ 
livery, but the experiment—for such 
it was regarded was not actually 
tried until 1896, when $40,000 was 
placed for the purpose at the disposal 
of the Postmaster General. The appro¬ 
priation for tlie present fiscal year is 
$1,529,500. In 1897 there was forty- 
four routes in operation; to-day 11,650 
routes are covered by carriers every 
day, and the system has been extended 
even to the mining districts of the 
West, which are held to be technically 
rural, because non-urban. 

How to Get It. 

New routes are being started as fast 
as they can be laid out, and 100,000 
petitions for additional ouss are now 


Completely Stamped Out. 

There is no hydrophobia in England 
or Australia. This happy state of af¬ 
fairs has been brought about by medi¬ 
cal science and legislation combined. 
One of the fundamental principles of 
rabies is that no animal can contract 
the disease unless It comes In contact 
with another animal afflicted with it. 
It does not develop in an animal from 
any circumstances of nature, but is 
transmitted from one to another by 
contact. In England and Australia the 
disease was first completely stamped 
out by drastic measures and then leg¬ 
islation was called into service to reg¬ 
ulate the importation of canines. If a 
tourist desires to take a pet dog into 
England the animal is quarantined for 
several days, during which it is ex¬ 
amined by experts. This is to ascer¬ 
tain if the animal has rabies, and ac¬ 
counts for the fact that rabies are m 
rare. 

True Story for Soys.

Mills, secretary of the thank offering 
committee, which collected the $20.- 
000,000. Dr. Mills’ labors required him 
to visit every conference from Maine 
to Oregon and he was greatly Impress¬ 
ed with the sacrifice required of Meth¬ 
odist ministers stationed in sparsely 
settled communities in the \Ve6t. 

"It is cruelty of the church to aban¬ 
don men who have given their lives to 
its service,” said Dr. Mills recently, 
“the public should understand that 
not only do the clergymen receive small 
salaries in the far western conferences, 
but their churches are so poor that 
they can contribute nothing to a con¬ 
ference fund for worn-out clergymen. 
For a university man to put forth his 
endeavors far removed from the com¬ 
forts of civilization for $300 a year 
Is a manifestation of the highest type 
of heroism.” 

Dr. Mills, whose remarkable work 
the past three years has resulted in 
the raising of $20,000 000 for his 
church, is 48 years old. lie was pas¬ 
tor of the First Church at Elmira, N. 
Y. He Joined the M. E. Church at 
Middletown, Conn., in 1871, entered 
the ministry in 1S72, and was a mem¬ 
ber of the general conferences in 1882, 
1892 and 1890. 

Happy Homes.

Advice from Sadi. 

Of the distinguished authors of Per¬ 
sia none, perhaps, has enjoyed a wider 
popularity than Sadi, who lived in the 
fourteenth century. He was a great 
traveler and a close observer, and his 
anecdotes and short stories are de 
scribed as being founded on his own ' 
experience and observations. In "Per¬ 
sian Poetry for English Readers” S. 
Robinson quotes the following from 
Sadi's writings; 

A pupil said to his instructor, “What 
am I to do, for people incommode me 
with the frequency of their visits to \ 
such a degree that their conversation 1 
produces a great distraction of my val- i 
uable time?” 

The teacher replied, “To every one 
who is poor, lend; and from every one ! 
who Is rich, borrow. They will not 
come about you again.” 

Another example embodies excellent 
advice: A silly fellow, having a pain 
in his eyes, went to a farrier and asked 
him for a remedy. The farrier applied 
to his eye something which he would 
have given to an animal, and it blinded 
him, upon which they made an appeal 
to the magistrate. Tl? > magistrate 
sa id: 

"This is no ease for damages. It is 
plain that this fellow is an ass. or he ! 
would not have gone to a farrier.”

In Days of Old. 

In the early part of the eighteenth 
century the London theaters opened at 
6 o’clock, and as it was, therefore, dif¬ 
ficult for playgoers to arrive punctual- | 
ly, and obtain seats, many of them 
sent footmen, or hired men from the 1 
streets, to secure places for them. 
These sat in the seats until those who 
had sent them came, and the custom 
prevailed until 1700, when the system 
now In force was adopted: A footinan 
used to be sent early to take places ! 
and keep them by the simple but ef- ! 
fectual plan of sitting on them till ' 
his masters and mistresses arrived. : 
Such a practice would now be consid¬ 
ered an intolerable nuisance: but peo¬ 
ple in those days were much less par¬ 
ticular, and appear to have thought 
nothing of sitting for an act or two 
cheek by jowl with a flunky or, worse, 
with a vagabond picked up in the 
street.

The people of Lead- j 
hills would naturally be expected to 
hang on to time-worn customs, for 
they are almost as primitive as their 
ancestors of two centuries ago. Their 
sole occupation is mining lead for the 
benefit of the Earl of Hopetoun and 
the Duke of Buccleuch, lords of the 
manor. 


Amateurs very frequently fall into the error of making a duplicate e* 
posure of oue plate, the result being that the plate contains two photographs, 
the one obscuring the other, while the next plate is left bare. This results 
in the spoiling of two plates, and what might have been two excellent nega¬ 
tives if they had not been crowded upon the same plate lost entirely. 

Dust on the lens Is the bane of most amateurs. In order to secure a clear 
negative the lens must be kept perfectly dean. Dust accumulates readily on 
the inner side of the lens, and is frequently not noticed until a blurred nega¬ 
tive reveals its presence. In damp weather, too, care must be taken to keep 
the lens dear of moisture or a dimness of outline will be perceived on the 
pictuies taken. Either dust or mist on a lens will tend to fog a plate, as the 
light is unevenly diffused from the exposed surface of the dust particle or 
globule, and unless the matter Is looked after frequently during a season’s 
work trouble is apt to ensue. 

8imple Blocking Out.—A method of doiug this very conveniently, quickly, 
and—if only a few copies are wanted—effectively, is the following, which 
lias been published often before, and lias met with quite an undeserved 
amount of ridicule. A candle is the simplest thing to use for the purpose, 
but still better is a piece of camphor. This is lit, and as it burns the smoke 
from it is allowed to deposit itself all over the glass side of the negative. In 
this way a very fine coating of carbon, black and opaque, can be got with 
a little skill In holding the negative, and when once this has been done the 
rest is easy. Those parts which it is desired shall print out are carefully 
wiped over to remove the soot, the other portions being left covered with it. 
It is, of course, necessary to be careful lest the black should be touched with 
the tinkers anywhere where it is intended it shall remain, as the slightest 
touch \\ ill remove it, and when this has been done there is nothing for it 
but to go over the whole thing again, giving the plate another coating of the 
soot. If there is any fine work to be done in rubbing out, such as round 
chimney pots, trees and similar outlines, a camel’s-hair brush, just slightly 
damped, will be found to be very useful. It must be constantly wiped, or, 
instead of removing the carbon altogether, it will only shift it from one part 
to another.—Photography.

Not a few Ponca women of to¬ 
day mingles with her tribeswomen, 
her face concealed by a shawl that 
covers a head of uncombed hair, while 
the calico slip that takes the place of 
a dress hangs in loose folds about a 
shapeless form; and these same 
squaws, who refuse to talk English, 
could gracefully dance their taper fin¬ 
gers over the ivories of a piano, pro¬ 
ducing strains of music that would 
make many belles of eastern social cir- 
clea envious; and the dusky young 
man who once completed a course in 
the law school receiving high praise 
from the government officials when he 
delivered in polished English an ad- 
i dress upon modern training, now folds 


the long blanket about his stalwart 
body as he treads stealthily around 
the wigwam village grunting “no 
savy.” At this stage the wayward 
children become subjects under the 
protecting wings of the Untied States 
Indian agent, who vainly strives to 
make them become honest and natur¬ 
alized. 

These Indians entertain queer ideas 
about disposing of the dead. The 
Ponca graveyard Is located In a deso¬ 
late out of the way place near the 
Saltfork River, which plows through 
the reservation. Here for years past 
the old war horses have been laid to 
rest, receiving from their tribesmen a 
farewell blessing of Godspeed upon 
their journey to the happy hunting 
ground. Lumber was issued at the 
agency for the purpose of building 
houses, two by seven feet, which rep¬ 
resent the tomb. After the house is 
completed each member of the tribe 
Is on hand to assist in wrapping the 
lifeless body of the dead brave in a 
government blanket, poke it gently 
into the door of the little house. The 
key Is then turned in the lock and 
there is one Indian loss. The relatives 
place about the houses old pieces of 
furniture, pipes, tomahawks and little 
trinkets that belonged to the departed. 
Several dishes filled with different 
kinds of food are set near the door, 
which is very pleasing to the taste of 
the fowls and prairie wolves, who pay 
the sacred place nightly visits. The 
food is replaced for three days, as they 
claim that it requires that length of 
time for the brave to reach the happy 
hunting ground, and without refresh¬ 
ments he would be unable to make the 
journey. 

If it is a woman that dies the sisters 
of the tribe run a foot race to see whi 
is to become owner of the belongings. 
When a buck gives up the ghost a 
horse race for a distance of two miles 
is run and the first man out takes pos¬ 
session of the dead man’s poties. 

The Friend or Many. 

A writer in the Criterion says that 
Zola was a prosperous man, whose 
surroundings bore all the marks of 
wealth. His house suggested rather 
the abode of a rich banker than of a 
literary man. He lived like a prince. 
Perhaps he was making up for the 
struggles of his early manhood, when, 
as he used to tell with a sad smile, he 
gave up smoking so that his mother 
might have two sous more a day to 
spend on bread for her young family. 

Zola’s memory of that bitter time 
made him very soft-hearted toward 
others, and especially to young writers 
who were in trouble. 

Beggars swarmed about him. Every 
mail was laden witli appeals for mon¬ 
ey, which his secretary would weed 
out. The applicants who were left 
after the process were usually sur¬ 
prised at the generosity with which 
they were treated. Zola was a quick 
reader of character, as shown either 
in faces or letters, and it was not easy 
to deceive him. But once satisfied that 
he ought to give, he gave with liber¬ 
ality and promptness. 

He spent time and thought, as well 
as money, In his charities. Often he 
would take great trbuble to unearth 
some starving young writer in the 
Latin Quarter, and place him on a 
journal, the high road to success. 
Many of the most promising younger 
men In France owe their start entirely 
to his helping hand.

CHINESE MAGIC LANTERNS. 

How Their Instrument* Differ From 
Those In Use In This Country. 

The magic lantern, like porcelain, 

I gunpowder and printing, may have 
been an Invention of the Chinese. For 
more than twenty centuries it has been 
a staple amusement in the Celestial 
empire and has been developed into 
many forms unknown to the Occident. 

| The Middle Kingdom, which has been 
well termed Topsy Turvy Land, uses 
the magic lantern in just the opposite 
manner from what we do, having the 
! light and picture behind the screen, 
the same as in our parlor amusement 
of shadowgraphs. The commonest form 
of the magic lantern in the extreme ori¬ 
ent is a large box supported on a tri 
pod or four legged table. The box is 
about 4 feet wide by 2 high, and its 
i front is made of ground glass, oiled 
j silk or oiled white paper. 

Over the box is a light framework of 
: bamboo and cloth, which reaches to the 
! ground and conceals the operator from 
the audience, but leaves the glass ex¬ 
posed to view. A powerful lamp in 
front of a concave reflector throws a 
strong light upon the glass or screen, 
as the case may be. The top of the box 
and the sides are half open to permit 
the introduction of small figures. This 
| arrangement gives four distinct classes 
| of Instruments. With all four instru¬ 
ments the exhibitions are given in the 
streets, squares and market places. 
They draw audiences ranging from five 
j to thirty and give an entertainment of 
! from five to fifteen minutes in length, 
i Each spectator is supposed to contrib- 
i ute 1 cash, or a twentieth of a cent, 
when the hat is passed around. Gener¬ 
ous or enthusiastic patrons frequently 
give from 10 to 15 cash, so that the av- 
: erage performance nets the proprietor 
: abont 2 cents. This seems ridiculous 
! to Americans, but in a land where an 
! ablebodied man can be hired for 5 cents 
! a day the owner of a successful magic 
i lantern is looked upon as a very well 
| to do individual. 

j The little plays which are written 
1 about the magic figures are as conven¬ 
tional as our own immortal Punch and 
Judy. The “wicked tiger” depicts the 
career of a dissolute animal who from 
| killing pigs, dogs and buffaloes finally 
eats a beautiful maiden and is slain by 
a Mongolian chief in full armor on 
j horseback. “The wicked wife” forms 
! a compact with the devil, squanders 
J her husband's substance in riotous liv- 
i ing and, in the last scene, hangs lier- 
i self in a blaze of red fire, while the 
! evil one expresses wild joy in extraor¬ 
dinary oriental gesticulations. “The 
| cruel magician,” "the grateful dragon.” 

I “the fairy foxes” and other bits of 
i eastern folklore afford brief sketches, 
i which are as familiar as household 
words.—New York I’ost.

Two noblemen in the reign of 
uiilian II.—1564-1566—one a German, 
i the other a Spaniard, who had each 
rendered a great service to the em¬ 
peror, asked the hand of his daughter 
iu marriage.
